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Long  range  planning  for  the  Division  depends  on  certain  assumptions: 

a)  New  construction  will  provide  space  for  additional  galleries ,  study  rooms ,  lecture  and 
seminar  rooms,  storage,  offices,  laboratories  and  work  shops,  a  new  library. 

b)  A  staff  establishment  will  be  worked  out  and  additional  curatorial,  technical  and 
administrative  staff  will  be  provided. 

c)  Funds  will  be  forthcoming  (from  various  sources)  to  support  the  approved  long-range 
plans  for  activities  (teaching,  publication,  research-curatorial  and  technical,  field 
work,  special  shows  and  permanent  galleries)  and  acquisitions. 

Under  these  three  headings,  the  current  activities  of  the  Division,  in  so  far  as 
they  are  implementations  of  the  long-term  plans,  are  discussed  at  greater  length. 

a)  Gallery  revision:  As  time  and  funds  permit,  galleries  are  being  rearranged  and 

rebuilt.  It  is  assumed  that  Textiles  and  Costume  will  move  from  the  second  floor, 
leaving  the  whole  of  the  present  second  floor  for  a  logical  treatment  of  Mediterranean 
and  Near  East  Civilizations  (Old  World  prehistory,  Greece,  Rome,  Egypt,  Mesopotamia, 
Palestine-Syria,  Byzantine  and  Islamic).  A  new  "Athens"  room  is  under  way.  The  Romano- 
British  material  will  be  removed  from  display  during  the  coming  year  and  its  place  taken 
by  the  Palestine  collection.  The  removal  of  the  Palestine  collection  from  its  present 
position  will  leave  three  Roman  galleries  in  sequence,  'with  pre-Roman  Italy  and  early 
Roman  galleries  finally  taking  over  the  area  now  occupied  by  Textiles  and  Costume.  It  is 
tentatively  assumed  that  the  projected  Modern  European  period  rooms  will  be  in  the  new 
Bloor  Street  wing,  and  the  logical  place  seems  to  be  on  the  second  floor.  The  work  now 
contemplated  for  the  Eighteenth  Century  English  galleries  and  the  Pine  Room  assumes  a 
high  degree  of  flexibility  which  will  make  later  re-installation  a  comparatively  simple 
matter.  Finally,  as  noted  above.  Textiles  and  Costume  should  be  situated  in  proximity 
to  the  Modern  European  galleries  on  the  main  floor.  Revision  of  the  ground  floor 
galleries  assumes  that  certain  space  for  Ontario  Indian  and  Eskimo  display  (with, 
probably,  an  early  Ontario  room)  will  be  provided  on  the  main  floor,  in  the  new  Bloor 
Street  wing.  But  in  general,  primitive  cultures  will  probably  have  to  remain  on  the 
Ground  Floor,  with  special  lighting.  The  third  floor  (both  the  present  building  and  the 
new  Bloor  wing,  and  an  extra  storey  on  the  Ming  tomb)  will  be  devoted  entirely  to  the  Far 
East  collections.  Short-term  work,  however,  must  be  done  on  the  present  galleries, 
particularly  the  first  three  Chinese  galleries,  whose  contents  are  extremely  important, 
but  sadly  in  need  of  re-display.  The  whole  matter  of  lighting,  temperature  control  and 
redecoration  of  the  third  floor  has  been  discussed  with  the  University  Superintendent’s 
Department.  In  general,  it  is  assumed  that  all  present  temporary  study-storage  rooms 
will  be  removed  from  the  galleries,  leaving  room  for  display,  rest  areas  and  so  on. 

Other  assumptions  as  to  space  allocations  have  been  made,  but  as  they  have  no  direct 
bearing  on  present  activities  they  may  be  omitted  from  this  discussion.  The  need  for 
much  enlarged  facilities  for  library,  offices,  etc.,  presumably  to  be  located  in  the  new 
south  wing,  has  a  bearing  on  staff  appointments.  It  is  assumed  that  non-Museum  personnel 
will  move  to  the  new  Arts  Building. 


Gallery  revision  depends  to  a  large  extent  on  finding  new  and  better  storage  space. 
Storage  at  present  is  scattered  throughout  the  building  and  in  most  unsatisfactory 
quarters  in  Flavelle  House.  The  "storage  room"  on  the  ground  floor  is  crowded,  and  has 
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overflowed  into  the  Huronia  Gallery.  This  is  a  most  uneconomical  use  of  space.  For¬ 
tunately,  after  many  false  starts,  a  partial  solution  to  the  storage  problem  has  been 
found.  We  hope  to  have  space  at  112  St.  George  Street.  The  vacated  store  room  will, 
with  certain  changes  of  lighting,  plumbing,  cupboards,  etc.,  become  a  conservation 
laboratory  to  house  the  new  X-ray  equipment,  etc.  This  will  free  Mr.  Todd’s  present 
room  for  use  by  the  Preparators,  and,  in  part,  by  the  Registrars.  Sorting  of  present 
storage,  during  this  move,  will  probably  lead  to  the  disposal  of  some  of  it,  either 
outright  or  by  approved  long-term  loans.  New  storage  for  ethnological  material  will 
make  it  simpler  to  meet  the  requirements  of  University  teaching  and  will  provide  easier 
access  for  our  own  staff. 

In  preparation  for  new  galleries,  acquisitions  are  boing  made  which  may  have  to 
remain  in  storage  for  the  present.  A  good  example  is  the  early  Ontario  butternut 
panelling,  doors  and  staircase,  recently  purchased. 

The  solution  of  the  storage  problem  will  make  it  possible  for  the  Division 
gradually  to  provide  facilities  in  a  great  degree  and  in  a  more  significant  way  to  its 
two  audiences  -  the  University  and  the  general  public.  Parenthetically,  it  should  be 
remarked  that  it  is  not  easy  to  satisfy  the  legitimate  needs  and  desires  of  these  two 
publics  at  the  same  time.  Certain  solutions  have  been  suggested,  but  all  require  a 
great  deal  more  space  than  is  now  available . 

b)  Staff:  The  present  staff,  while  skilled,  devoted  and  hard-working,  is  woefully 
inadequate  to  cope  with  those  many  functions  which  the  Division  is  uniquely  qualified  in 
Canada  to  perform.  In  many  areas  the  Division  has  a  responsibility  to  international 
scholarship  which  has  been  assumed  only  in  small  part,  due  to  lack  of  staff,  funds  and 
opportunity.  The  solution  to  this  problem  requires  careful  analysis  of  our  present 
staff  establishment  and  the  working  out  of  an  ideal  establishment.  With  such  a  guide 
and  the  assurance  of  funds  to  fulfill  it,  our  staff  growth  could  proceed  in  a  somewhat 
more  logical  fashion  than  is  at  present  the  case.  The  time  devoted  to  staff  studies 
over  the  past  year  should  provide  that  internal  organization,  incentive  and  attractive¬ 
ness  to  outside  talent  which  alone  can  make  the  Museum  function  in  the  way  it  should. 
Policy  at  present  is  directed  towards  the  strengthening  of  the  curatorial,  display  and 
conservation  staff  (see  below,  Personalia)  but  increases  in  almost  all  categories 

( preparatorial,  carpenter,  secretarial)  have  been  made  during  the  last  year. 

c)  Funds:  At  present  funds  are  in  the  min  derived  as  regular  budget  through  the 
University  or  in  the  form  of  a  special  grant  for  acquisitions  from  the  Provincial 
Government.  The  one  large  endowment  fund  -  the  Reuben  Wells  Leonard  Fund  -  is  virtually 
exhausted.  Private  gifts  of  objects  or  money  are  not  large,  and  the  latter  can  rarely, 
if  ever,  be  devoted  to  projects  other  than  acquisition.  It  is  obvious  that  new  sources 
of  funds  must  be  sought,  and  some  progress  has  been  made  on  this  score.  Industry  and 
governmental  departments  have  been  encouraged  in  many  ways  to  give  assistance.  Great 
help  in  this  regard  has  been  provided  by  the  Information  Services  office.  Ontario 
Hydro,  Warren  K.  Cook,  Limited,  the  Globe  and  Mail,  the  Telegram,  Batons,  Simpsons  and 
other  firms,  and  the  Provincial  governmental  departments  of  Lands  and  Forests,  Travel 
and  Publicity  (Ontario  Archaeological  and  Historic  Sites  Board)  and  the  Prime  Minister’s 
Fund  (Serpent  Mounds)  have  all  been  tapped.  The  Serpent  Mounds  Foundation,  established 
by  interested  individuals  and  business  men  of  Peterborough,  with  the  encouragement  of 
the  Division,  continues  to  function.  But  an  approach  should  be  made  at  all  levels 
(preferably  with  curatorial  personnel  and  the  divisional  head  taking  an  active  part)  to 
foundations  now  in  existence  (or  that  could  be  encouraged),  to  industry  and  government 
(municipal,  provincial  and  federal)  to  elicit  assistance  for  projects  ranging  from 
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underwriting  a  whole  gallery  to  field  work,  endowed  chairs,  acquisitions  and  research  of 
all  kinds.  Private  individuals  should  not  be  neglected,  but  here  the  most  personal 
approach  should  be  used.  Here  again,  divisional  personnel  who  know  and  are  enthusiastic 
about  their  projects  should  be  brought  into  direct  contact,  as  much  as  possible,  and 
through  the  good  offices  of  the  Board,  with  the  individuals,  because  their  enthusiasm  is 
contagious,  and  will  achieve  far  more  than  the  cold  "you  give  to  my  charity  and  I  will 
give  to  yours"  approach. 

Current  Activities 


In  addition  to  those  activities  outlined  in  the  preceding  paragraphs,  the  following 
functions  of  the  division  deserve  special  and  detailed  treatment 

1)  Display:  Apart  from  minor  changes  in  galleries  to  rotate  displays  or  accommodate  new 
material,  the  major  projects  are: 

a)  Completion  of  the  Lacquer  Court.  This  depends  in  large  part  on  University  assistance 
in  construction  of  sky-light  baffles. 

b)  Athens  room  -  in  process 

c)  Eighteenth  Century  England  galleries  and  Pine  Room.  Plans  are  virtually  completed, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  complete  installation  will  be  accomplished  by  the  spring  of  1959. 

d)  Planning  for  new  Ontario  Gallery  is  under  way. 

e)  In  the  coming  year  Romano-Briti sh  and  Anglo  Saxon  material  will  be  removed  to  storage, 
and  the  Palestine  gallery  will  occupy  that  area. 

f)  What, 'is  now  the  Palestine  gallery , .will  cover  an  introduction  to  the  Roman  Empire  and 
specifically  to  the  Roman  Army.  This  will  be  followed  by  planning  of  Galleries  13  and  14 
as  a  culture-history  presentation  of  public  and  private  life  in  the  Roman  Empire . 

g)  The  present  liinoan-Mycenaean  gallery  will  be  replanned  to  accommodate  the  new  Cypriote 
material . 

h)  Gallery  22  (second  floor)  will  be  devoted  to  Greek  terracottas  and  pottery  -  with 
study-storage  for  remaining  pottery  to  be  provided  in  the  same  gallery. 

i)  Gallery  l(second  floor)  will  be  a  sculpture  court  (Greek). 

2)  Special  Exhibitions:  The  past  year  saixi  a  very  heavy  Special  Exhibition  programme. 

In  addition  to  many  departmental  displays  (o.a.  Textiles  and  Tapanese  prints),  there 
were  many  "special  interest"  exhibitions  (which  often  entailed  considerable  staff  work):

After  considerable  planning,  the  Stendahl  Pre-Columbian  show  scheduled  for 
May- June,  195$,  was  cancelled. 

Plans  for  195$-59  contemplate  a  lighter  schedule  but  further  "special  interest" 
shows,  such  as  the  Holt-Renfrew  Fashion  show  on  September  1$,  will  be  held.  Major 
shows  mil  include  the  continuation  of  the  "Pioneer  Ontario"  exhibition  until  early 
October,  an  Oriental  Rug  show  in  October-November,  a  pay-exhibition  of  Masks  in 
January-;iarch,  1959,  a  Potters  show  in  April  and  possibly  a  display  of  a  travelling 
exhibition  of  Moghul  paintings.  In  addition  there  will  be  Lower  Rotunda  exhibitions 
and  two  major  Canadiana  shows. 

One  of  the  important  events  of  the  past  year  has  been  the  opening  of  the  new 
Canadiana  wing.  Dr.  Sigmund  Samuel's  generosity  has  added  considerably  to  the 
facilities,  enabling  the  Division  to  have  rotating  displays  in  the  older  part  while 
the  new  wing  can  be  devoted  to  special  exhibitions.  The  opening  of  the  new  wing, 
coinciding  with  the  premiere  of  a  new  exhibition  (Krieghoff,  Kane  and  Bartlett")  was 
attended  by  a  very  large  gathering. 

Here  it  should  be  noted  that  use  of  the  Armour  Court  for  many  exhibitions  does 
less  than  justice  to  our  fine  arms  and  armour  collection  which  is  of  great  interest 
to  the  public  but  for  long  periods  is  scattered  in  unsuitable  spaces.  Further,  the 
cases  are  becoming  badly  wracked  by  constant  movement.  No  immediate  solution  to 
this  problem  ca.n  be  suggested  but  the  risks  and  bad  policy  must  be  recognized. 

3)  Research  and  Publication: 

This  most  important  aspect  of  the  Division's  responsibility  has  not  lagged 
but  changing  plans  may  channel  it  in  new  ways.  Research  on  the  collections  -  for  new 
labels,  new  gallery  displays,  guides,  handbooks,  etc.  -  proceeds.  In  addition, 
scholarly  articles  for  the  learned  journals  are  being  produced.  For  two  years, 
however,  the  need  has  been  felt  to  provide  a  vehicle  for  divisional  research  on  a 
strictly  scholarly  level  more  suitable  than  the  Bulletin  -  which  was  directed  to  both 
scholar  and  layman.  '■  ith  the  recent  decision  to  issue  an  all-Museum  Magazine  directed 
to  the  general  public,  the  opportunity  is  now  provided.  The  Bulletin  will  be  dis¬ 
continued  and  in  its  place  there  will  be  an  Annual,  Occasional  Papers,  and  -  probably  - 
monographs,  to  convey  the  results  of  scholarly  research.  The  first  Annual  may  be 
issued  during  the  coming  year;  the  first  Occasional  Paper  may  well  be  Mr. Kenyon's 
report  on  Inverhuron  Excavations;  the  first  monograph  might  well  be  the  late  Dr. 

Menzies '  publication  on  the  "Bhang  Ko" . 

Miss  Fernald  is  continuing  work  on  her  long-expected  and  much-awaited  Guide 
to  the  Chinese  Collection.  It  is  hoped  now  that  the  Figurines  volume  will  be  ready 
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for  the  tress  in  time  for  publication  a  year  from  now.  Mr. 3 pendlove’ s  new  book  "The 

Face  of  Early  Canada"  should  appear  within  the  next  two  months.  Mr. Kidd’s  work  on 
French  trade  beads  is  nearing  completion  and  its  publication  will  be  sponsored  by  the 
Corning  Institute.  Mr . P .G. Lambert  of  the  Department  of  Near  Eastern  studies,  Univer¬ 

sity  College,  has  been  continuing  his  study  of  the  Museum’s  cuneiform  tablets,  with  a 
view  to  publication.  Mr. Brett  produced  the  nglish  Rilver  catalogue  to  accompany  the 
large  special  exhibition  of  this  past  year.  Many  curators  have  submitted  articles 
to  learned  journals  and  to  our  own  Bulletin. 

Much  research  in  a  Museum  does  not  appear  in  scholarly  journals  or  monographs. 

It  reveals  itself  in  accurate  and  intelligible  labels,  new  gallery  planning  and  display, 
authentication  and  identification  of  objects  in  the  collection  or  new  acquisitions, 
answers  to  the  thousands  of  queries  from  public,  newspapers,  radio  and  TV,  assistance 
to  local  museums,  loan  exhibitions  (often  with  accompanying  catalogue  information)  to 
other  galleries  and  museums,  public  lectures  and  university  teaching  and  the  like. 
Research  never  stops  although  the  pressure  of  other  commitments  frequently  delays  it. 

A  broad  programme  of  conservational  research  is  contemplated.  For  some  years 
the  Division  and  the  Ontario  Research  FQh.ada.tion  have  collaborated  on  many  special 
studies.  Conversations  with  Dr. Rpeakman  and  Mr. Turner  have  led  to  the  proposal  that 
such  collaboration,  to  be  most  fruitful,  should  be  placed  on  a  more  regular  basis. 

Funds  for  this  purpose  are  now  being  sought.  Research  into  pigments  is  already  under 
way  and  the  results  are  most  gratifying.  It  has  been  possible  to  establish  that 
certain  pigments  were  used  in  China  far  earlier  than  hitherto  supposed.  As  a  result, 
two  paintings  claimed  to  bo*  T'ang  but  containing  these  pigments  can  now  be  accepted 
as  authentic.  Basic  research  of  this  kind  can  be  of  great  value  to  this  Museum  and 
all  other  museums.  This  Division  is  fortunate  in  having  the  type  of  collection  which 
can  provide  the  evidence  needed.  The  acquisition  of  a  new  specialized  X-ray  machine 
in  the  last  year  will  assist  greatly  but  awaits  proper  installation  until  space  is 
provided  by  the  expected  storage  shift.  In  addition  to  such  research  in  new  fields, 
there  is  the  routine  checking,  renovation  and  repair  of  the  Division's  holdings  -  an 
exacting  and  never-ending  task.  Increases  in  conse:.  vational  staff  will  ease  this 
difficult  situation. 

Archaeological  research  in  the  province  continues  at  a  comparatively  high 
level.  Serpent  Mounds  is  still  a  most  important  long-range  programme.  In  addition, 
during  the  past  year,  investigation  and  digging  took  place  at  inverhuron  and  English 
-liver.  The  pi ctograph-re cording  project,  begun  last  summer  in  collaboration  with 
the  Ruetico  Foundation,  continues  and  it  is  hoped  by  this  means  all  known  pictographs 
may  be  copied  in  water-colours  and  so  provide  the  evidence  for  a  study  of  this  large 
and  interesting  subject.  Arrangements  have  finally  been  made  to  carry  out  the 
important  ethnological  project  among  the  Ojibwa  Indians  of  the  Patricia  district  which 
has  been  contemplated  for  several  years.  Dr. Edward  Rogers  will  be  in  charge  of  the 
project  for  the  next  year  or  two.  It  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  engage  in 
archaeological  work  in  British  Honduras.  luch  a  project  can  only  be  undertaken 
with  a  guaranteed  budget  and  trained  staff  over  a  period  of  at  least  five  years.  So 
far,  the  ,&5,000  -  MLOO, 000  required  for  the  whole  undertaking  has  not  been  found  but 
certain  leads  are  being  followed  up.  It  was  possible  to  contribute  funds  to  the 
British  School  in  Iraq  excavations  at  Nimrud  during  the  past  year.  The  resultant 
contribution  to  scientific  research  and  the  virtual  certainty  that  important  art  and 
archaeological  material  will  come  to  the  Museum  makes  it  most  valuable.  This 
Division  with  the  other  two  Divisions  of  the  Museum  have  recently  subscribed  to  a

a)  Open  Rights:  During  the  past  year  the  Division  was  responsible  for  thr  e  Open  Wights 
one  ’'Behind  the  Scenes”  programme  (with  tours  of  galleries,  curatorial  offices,  work¬ 
shops,  conservation,  registration.  Long  Room  and  the  like)  and  two  in  connection  with  the 
Silver  Show.  In  addition  the  Division  staffed,  in  part,  many  special  events  (such  as 
Identification  Wights)  during  the  evenings,  to  stimulate  attendance  at  the  Silver  Show. 

The  extension  lecture  series  on  English  Silver  planned  in  collaboration  with  the  Division 
of  Education  was  a  ^reat  success. 

b)  The  Silver  Show  was  the  occasion  for  other  sptcial  events:  the  gala  dinner  at  the 
Park  Plaza  and  the  grand  opening,  by  His  excellency  the  Governor  General,  with  dancing  in 
the  Armour  Gallery;  a  special  supper  organized  by  the  Women’s  Committee ;  a  CBC  TV  live 
programme  staged  in  the  Silver  Show.  Here  also  the  Division  must  express  its  appre¬ 
ciation  to  the  young  ladies  of  the  Members’  Committee  for  the  fine  work  they  did  in 
acting  as  hostesses  for  the  Exhibition;  to  the  members  of  many  Women's  Organizations  who 
staffed  it;  and  particularly  to  the  members  of  the  Board  Silver  Show  Committee  for  their 
continued  interest  and  great  help  in  planning  and  entertaining. 

c)  The  Decorators’  Show,  held  in  the  Armour  Gallery,  involved  little  work  on  the  part 
of  the  Divisional  staff.  However,  all  profits  went  to  the  Toronto  Symphony  Orchestra. 

For  this  reason,  and  also  because  the  quality  of  the  exhibits  was  mediocre  -  to  say  the 
least  -  this  effort  can  hardly  be  called  a  success. 

d)  CBC  TV  Exploration  series.  The  CBC  is  at  present  planning,  and  has  in  part  filmed, 
material  for  a  series  of  four  shows  during  the  coming  summer  -  the  first  two  devoted  to 
Mgypt,  the  last  two  to  China.  Much  planning  and  effort  is  demanded  of  the  staff  for  such 
special  features,  but  their  value  to  the  Museum  cannot  be  overestimated. 

e)  A  special  project,  which  should  be  mentioned  here,  is  the  photographing,  in  colour, 
of  a  hundred  pieces  from  the  Chinese  collection.  Ten  slides  of  each  piece  are  being  made, 
and  by  exchange  with  other  Chinese  collections  in  Britain,  the  U.S.  and  elsewhere,  will 
provide  an  unrivalled  collection  of  1000  colour  slides  of  Chinese  art  and  archaeological 
objects  (bronz.es,  porcelains,  paintings,  terracottas,  etc.)  which  will  be  of  great  value 
in  daises  and  comparative  studies. 

f)  Opening  of  the  new  Canadians  Gallery,  Oenerously  giv^n  by  Dr.  Sigmund  Samuel,  was 
held  on  March  22nd  with  the  Hon.  J,  Keiller  Mackay,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Ontario, 
officiating,  and  the  Chancellor  and  Acting  President  of  the  University,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Museum  Board  and  Dr.  Samuel,  Honorary  Chairman  of  the  Museum  Board,  in  attendance 

g)  Miscellaneous 

a)  During  the  past  year,  in  spite  of  an  especially  heavy  load  of  loans  in  and  out,  the 
Cataloguing  Department  continued  with  its  long-range  programme  of  re-cataloguing  the 
collection.  In  addition,  this  Department  has  assumed  responsibility  for  the  Division’s 
photographic  records.  Finding  lists  are  being  prepared  which  should  make  it  possible  for 
the  first  time  to  know  exactly  what  is  or  should  be  in  every  caso ,  in  every  gallery  in 
the  Division,  The  whole  problem  of  sec1  rity-  especially  as  related  to  keys  for  cases, 
study-rooms,  storage,  etc.  -  is  a  serious  one,  but  its  solution  requires  careful  study. 
Measures  now  being  taken  will,  it  is  hoped,  simplify  the  whole  procedure  and  improve  the 
arrangements  for  custody  and  security  of  keys. 

b)  The  emphasis  on  display  -  both  special  exhibitions  and  permanent  galleries  -  has 
necessitated  the  appointment  of  a  Display  Chief.  Mr.  Harley  Barker  joined  the  staff  on  a 
part-time  basis  in  September  1957  and  has  quickly  proved  his  worth.  As  of  July  1st,  1958 
he  will  be  a  full-time  member  of  the  staff.  He  coordinates,  under  the  Head,  the  work  of 
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the  Art  Department,  preparators  and  carpenters  as  well  as  planning  display,  (see 
further  under  Comments) 

c)  Libraries.  During  the  past  year  much  has  been  accomplished.  The  main 
'divisional  library  acquired  new  stales.  A  complete  stock-taking  was  carried  through 
by  the  new  librarian,  hiss  Osborne,  and  the  books  re-shelved.  The  old  library  room 
is  now  a  stack  room  and  the  adjacent  seminar  room  has  become  the  library  office  and 
reading  room.  The  small  library  store  and  work  room  was  vacated  and  fitted  up  as  an 
office  for  hr. Parker.  Increase  in  library  budget  places  quite  a  strain  on  our  staff 
of  one  and  we  probably  must  provide  extra  help  here  eventually.  A  new  policy  is  to 
prepare  mimeographed  copies  of  the  library's  acquisitions  each  month  for  distribution 
to  the  University  departments,  the  National  Library,  the  provincial  archivist  and 
other  interested  persons. 

The  Chinese  library  has  profited  greatly  b;.r  a  ,.>5,000  grant  for  book  purchase 
during  the  past  year.  A  similar  grant  during  the  coming  year  should  bring  a  fine 
collection  up  to  par.  It  is  possible  that  some  filing  cabinets  will  have  to  be  removed 
from  the  Library  to  the  mezzanine  to  provide  space  for  new  stacks.  The  anticipated 
appointment  of  a  Chinese-speaking  and  reading  secretary  in  the  Far  Last  department 
will  facilitate  the  cataloguing  of  the  library  under  its  now  full-time  librarian,  Mss 
Kingston. 

The  Canadiana  librarv  is  growing  rapidly  due  to  the  generosity/-  of  Dr. Sigmund 
Samuel  and  the  careful  attention  of  Lr.  ~;pendlove. 

d)  Travel:  Luring  the  past  year  many  members  of  the  staff  have  attended 
learned  society  meetings  and  museum  association  meetings  in  the  U.S.A.  and  Canada. 

Staff  members  are,  in  several  cases,  officers  of  these  organizations  and  bring  much 
prestige  to  the  Division  by  their  services.  Some  have  visited  other  Museums  to 
study  their  collections  and  methods.  In  return  the  Museum  has  played  host  to  many 
visiting  scholars  from  other  museums,  universities  and  institutes.  During  the  coming 
summer  Ms.  Barbara  Stephen  travels  to  Japan  as  a  member  of  a  UNESCO  studv  group  and 
Mil  be  enabled  to  remain  on  for  further  study  through  help  provided  by  the  Museum. 

ii r.  Harley  Parker  has  been  awarded  a  Canada  Council  fellowship  for  travel  in  Europe 
to  study  display  methods,  particularly  in  Italy  and  Scandinavia. 

e)  The  Kenzies  Collection.  The  Chinese  collection  of  the  late  Dr.  MM. 

Menzies  has  been  offered  to  the  Museum  by  his  M dow  and  family  on  certain  conditions: 
there  will  be  an  evaluation  of  the  collection  -  consisting  of  important  archaeological 
material,  a  fine  library  and  a  large  group  of  oracle  bones  -  and  the  sum  Mil  be  set 
aside  as  a  fund  for  the  furtherance  of  Chinese  studies  in  Canada.  This  generous  offer 
would  at  one  and  the  same  time,  give  to  the  museum  material  which  would  supplement  its 
present  collections  in  a  superb  fashion  and  provide  the  funds  for  study  and  publication. 
One  condition  is  that  the  Ph.D.  dissertation  of  the  late  Jr.  Menzies  -  acknowledged 

to  be  a  most  important  contribution  to  the  history  of  early  Chinese  dynasties  -  be 
published,  and  that  properly  qualified  scholars  be  brought  to  Toronto  to  work  on  the 
oracle  bones.  Negotiations  are  at  present  under  way  in  the  matter  of  evaluation.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  wish  of  the  menzies  family  that  this  important  collection  remain  in 
Canada  and  the  great  value  of  it  to  the  Museum  may  make  the  Museum's  fulfilment  of  the 
conditions  possible. 

f)  Public  Lecture  Series  During  the  past  year,  well-known  scholars  presented 
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a  series  of  lectures  in  the  Museum.  One  series  was  devoted  to  the  Silver  Exhibition 
and  the  speakers  were:  Mrs .  G.E.P.  How  of  London,  i^r.  Marvin  Ross  of  Dumbarton  Oaks, 

Mr.  Paul  Crigaut  of  the  Detroit  Institute  of  Arts,  Mrs.  Katherine  Buehler  of  the  Boston 
Museum  of  Mine  Arts,  Mr.  Carl  Dauterman  and  Mrs.  Lydia  Bond  Bowel  of  the  Metropolitan 
Museum.  Another  series  was  devoted  to  more  general  topics  and  in  this  group  Mr.J.D. 
Cooney  of  the  Brooklyn  Museum,  Mr. Peter  Floud  of  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum  and 
Mr. Michael  Stettler  of  the  Berne  Historical  Museum. 

Comments : 


Many  comments  have  already  been  made  in  the  relevant  sections  above.  Several 
others  may  be  appended  here. 

Secretarial  and  stenographic  help  are  still  at  a  premium.  The  pool  system  has 
not  worked  as  hoped  but  without  it  the  situation  during  the  past  year  would  have  been 
desperate.  There  seems  to  be  no  solution  short  of  extra  help  -  with  full-time  depart¬ 
mental  secretaries  particularly  for  the  Far  Pastern  and  Modern  European  departments. 

One  result  of  the  greater  display  activity  of  the  last  three  years  has  been  the 
use  of  the  preparatorial  staff  in  large  part  as  a  display  staff.  Their  original, 
strictly  preparatorial,  functions  have  of  necessity  been  much  neglected  -  the  cleaning 
and  checking  of  objects  in  the  cases,  repair  and  re-upholstery  of  furniture,  matting 
of  maps  and  prints,  packing  and  shipping,  and  a  host  of  other  tasks.  be  must  contem¬ 
plate  now  some  division  of  responsibility  here  with  an  increase  in  staff  to  handle  all 
this  work  efficiently  for  the  condition  of  the  collection  (its  cleanliness,  its  physical 
condition  and  its  value)  depends  largely  on  their  regular  routines. 

.eventually,  the  appointment  of  an  assistant  to  the  Head  of  the  Division,  will 
have  to  be  contemplated.  It  is  at  present  impossible  for  him  to  give  the  attention  to 
policy  matters,  the  cultivation  of  individuals  and  institutions  which  could  be  of  great 
help  to  the  museum  and  the  general  oversight  of  the  complex  activities  of  the  Division 
which  all  of  these  deserve.  At  the  same  time,  it  is  recognized  that  the  first  require¬ 
ment  is  to  strengthen  the  curatorial  departments  and  the  main  office  must  wait  until 
this  condition  is  fulfilled.  In  the  meantime,  it  will  be  necessary  to  delegate  much 
of  the  detailed  preliminary  planning  to  committees  of  the  staff. 

The  appointment  of  Mr. Henry  Trubner  as  Curator  of  Oriental  Art,  effective  as  of 
July  1st,  will  bring  to  an  end  a  quest  of  two  years.  His  proven  knowledge  and  ability 
should  be  viewed  as  the  beginning  only  of  a  great  expansion  of  the  staff  of  the  Far 
Eastern  Department.  Persons  to  handle  Chinese  Archaeology  and  South-east  Asia  and 
India  are  urgently  needed.  Miss  Helen  Fernald  now  becomes  Research  Curator  with 
responsibility  for  completion  of  the  Guide  to  the  Chinese  collection. 

During  the  past  year,  one  office  was  vacated  by  the  Department  of  Anthropology 
and  converted  into  space  for  two  Assistant  Curators.  Office  space  is  still  at  a 
premium  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  where  further  space  can  be  found  until  the  erection 
of  the  University  Arts  building  makes  it  possible  for  all  Anthropology  staff  to  find 
other  quarters.

At  the  time  of  preparing  the  Budget  for  1958-59,  a  list  of 
projects  desired  by  the  museum  was  forwarded  to  Mr. Howard  Milne  of 
the  University  Superintendent's  Office.  This  included: 

l)  Co-operation  with  Museum  staff  in  a  study  of  humidification 
problems  in  the  Division  and  in  the  Canadiana  gallery  with 
a  view  to  the  installation  of  commercial  humidifiers  to  ease 
the  serious  situation  in  many  of  our  galleries. 

This  would  include  a  check  on  the  present  system  installed 
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in  the  Chinese  Library  to  assure  that  it  is  functioning 
properly. 

2)  Survey  of  lighting  and  temperature  control  on  the  third 
floor  as  a  basis  for  recommendations  as  to  the  installation 
of  baffles  beneath  the  skylights  and  the  improvement  of 
the  lighting. 

3)  Provision  of  security  screens  or  bars  on  ground  floor 
windows  of  Carpenter  Shop  and  the  Canadiana  gallery. 

4)  Alterations  to  present  work  shops  on  ground  floor 
(storage,  plumbing,  exhaust  fan  for  paint  room,  new 
lighting  and  flooring,  painting  etc.  ) 

5)  Installation  of  fluorescent  lighting  in  librarjr  etc. 

6)  Painting  of  galleries 

7)  Seats  for  Canadiana  gallery 

8)  Close  supervision  of  freight  and  passenger  elevators 
and  basic  repair  if  necessary. 

9)  Possible  conversion  of  mezzanine  space  in  Chinese 
library  for  offices,  or  library  extension. 

10)  Re  -wiring  for  new  lighting  display  in  many  galleries 

It  is  hoped  that  these  important  projects  may  be  initiated  in  this 
coming  year.
